TIATIVES TO THE US AND TO CONCENTRATE ON ECONOMIC AND 
TECHNICAL COOPERATION WITH THE ARABS." FRANK SAID THE 
NINE WOULD SEEK TO TIME THE EC/ARAB DIALOGUE IN SUCH A 
WAY AS TO LINK IT WITH PROGRESS IN THE SECRETARY'S PEACE
